The main focus of this work is to produce wage and salary earner 
information for Statistical Local Areas (SLAs) in Australia. 


A pilot project on South Australian individual taxation data showed that the regional output measures 
derived, when compared to Population Censusdata, were generally consistent and that the ATO Individual 
Taxpayer dataset is generally of acceptable quality for release for SLAs nationally. This paper defines and 
presents sample outputs from the ATO's individual taxpayer datset for wage and salary earners for 
1995-1996 and 1996-1997.
